HI KRAH FOR MEXICO’S SPUNK! 


In ordering its legation to leave Moscow', which 
means the breaking off of diplomatic relations with 
soviet Russia, the Mexican government has acted 
with commendable spirit by way of rebuke to the 
Stalin government on account of recent communistic 
dem onstrations systematically arranged and carried 
wit in front of the Mexican embassies at W ashing­ 
ton, Rio Janeiro, and Buenos Aires, the largest capi­ 
tals of North and South America. 
Incidentally, this energetic step serves to relieve 
the world of any suspicion which may have existed 
th a t the present rulers of Mexico are themselves 
committed to a bolshevistic program or in sympathy 
with IL Communist agitators would not be showing 
their hostility if they regarded the Mexican regime 
a* favorable to their theories. 
Since the United States has steadfastly declined to 
recognize or deal officially with Moscow, for the very 
good reason th a t the soviet organisation refuses to 
carry out Russia's national obligations or conform 
with civilized intem atinal law, It may be considered 
a distinctly friendly move, so far as It concerns this 
country, for Mexico to call off further dealings with 
the Stalin crew. The courage and promptness with 
which Foreign Minister Estrada acted gives strong 
moral encouragement to the American position. 
The trouble O reat Britain, France, and other Eu­ 
ropean nations are constantly having with Russia. 
on account of the persistent efforts of communists 
working under direction from Moscow to stir up 
revolutionary sentim ent in those countries, shows 
th a t nobody ran trust soviet promises to refrain 
from such activity.
